Saturday laft arrived @ Mail from Holland. 

Letters from the Frontiers of Poland fay, that the 
old Cham of Tartary, whom the Porte depofed fome 
Years ago, has taken an Opportunity to return into 
the Peninfula, where having formed a Party of about 
15,060 Men, he went and joined the Count de 
Munich with ’em, and made his Submiffion to the 
Emprefs of Ruia. 

They write from Conftantinople, that the Ruffian 
Miniiter whe followed the Grand Visier to the Army, 


has been recalled to that City, where a great Regard 
is ftill | ag to him, the Porte having even forbid 
Subjects, and the Tartars in particular, co"ll af 
faid Minifter on Painof Death. The Petfian Mini- 
fter at the Porte has above a Hundred Perfons in his 
Retinue, and his Expences are defray'd by the Grand 
Signior, who has allign’d him 500 Purfes for his 
Maintenance, and alio does him great Honour. 
Foraimuch as the Turks take-great Umbrage at the 
Preparations for War making by the Em in 
Hurgary, the Kaimacan or Governor of Conftanti- 
nople, who acts for the Grand Vizier in his Absence, 
has given M. Tahiman the Imperial Minifter to un- 
deritand, that it was the Sultan's Pleafure he fhould 
not ftir out of the Terricorics of-that City without 
his Leave ; and ‘tis faid, that che fame Notice will 
be given to the Ambaflador of Venice. The People 
there have fuch melancholy Notions of the Difad- 
vantages fuftain’d in the Crim Tartary, that the Kan 
has fent thefe Prifencrs hither which the Tartars .ovk 
from the Rutlians, and they have been led in Trivy ph 
through the Streets of Conftantinopic, in order to 
leflen that Idea. The Mofii, or Pope of the Maho- 
metan Law, has form’d a Proje “t townie the Sect of 
Omar with that of Ali, by which Means they have 
Hopes of conquering that inveterate Antipathy the 
Perfians bear to the Turks upon accoun: of their Re- 
ligion ; which is fuch, that they call one another 
Omar's Dogs and Ali's Affes. 

The Opinion prevails at Petersburg, that it will 
not be poilible to conclude a Peace with the Ottoman 
Porte this Year, notwithfanding abl the, Endeavours 
ufed for that end by the Miniiters of the mediating 
Powers, becaufe the Porte does not fem at all dil- 
poled to agree to the Condition ; without which the. 
Ruffians are not like to con{¢nt toan Accommodation, 
and that is the Surrender of the City of Precop. 
The Czarina and her whole Court are returned from 
Peterthof to Petersburg, in order to comfort the 
diftrefled Inhabitants with their Prefence, and to take 
Meafures for their Relici The 3 Streets that are 
laid in Afhes, were before “© narrow, that they are 
now to be made into Two, which ar¢ each to be 50 
Foot wide. The Seafon of late has been { hot and 
dry in Mufcovy, that, as is ufualin fuch Wearher, 
feveral Forrefts in the Road to Mofcow hav: taken 
Fire, which has {pread even tothe Woods of Livonia 
and Finland, and occafioned fuch a thick Smask in 
the Air for feveral Days pait, that the fame is per- 
ceived at Petersburg. 

The Caarina, in order to favour the Inhabitants of 
Danrzick, and to enable them to recover cheir late 
Lofles, has ordered that the Ships which they fend 
to trade in the Ports of her Empire, fhail her. atcer 
pay no higher Duties than the Englifh, Swedes and 
Dutch do; which is an Advantage chat the Danez ck- 
ers are obliged for to the Solicitations of King Au- 
puttus’s Minifter at Peiersburg. Accordingly the 
Matters of two Merchant Ships arrived at Danrzick, ° 
the one from Revel, and the other from Petersburg, 
acquainted their Owners that their Duties were nec 
only abated, as above, but that their Veflels were 
not fearch’d in the fame Manner as the Englifh and 
Dutch are; upon which News the Dantzick Mer- 
chants met immediately, and deputed fome of their 
Chiefs to walt on the Ruffian Refident there with 
their Thanks. But the Refident, who received them 
very favourably, told them that their Acknowledge- 
ments were not duc to him, but to King Avputis, 
who had obtain’d that Favour for them by his Inter- 
cefhon with the Czarina. This being done too with- 
out their Expe@iation or Knowledge, the Dantzickers 
are certainly as much obliged to King Auguftus as 
they dre to King Staniflaus, for the lace Favour which 
he obtain’d for their Shipping from his Son in- Law 
the King of France.
